Under present plans, the com­ 
pany which performs machining 
and assembly work on defense 
contracts, will consolidate several 
departments on the tract near the 
intersection of Langhome-Yardley 
Road, Cahill reported. The open­ 
ing date has not been projected 
yet, he said. 
Initial Employment 
initial employmwnt will be IOO 
with an expected increase to 300 
expected within a few years, he 
said. 
In moving into the township, 
the company is withdrawing from 
two plants in Philadelphia and one 
in New Jersey, it was stated. 
Company president Harry Stern 
has indicated that the Arm hopes 
to attract other companies to the 
location, making the tract a small 
industrial park. Cahill said. 
Before its purchase, the 43-acre 
tract was owned by Penndel con­ 
tractor Joseph Saba. 
More Firm* Expected 
Said Cahill: ’Two months ago 
the Conduit and Foundation Com- 
pany located in Middletown and 
we expect more firms to buy land 
before tho end of Ult year.** 
He said a reasonable tax base, 
convenience to rail and road facil­ 
ities and availability of labor were 
the reasons the township is at­ 
tracting industry. 
Cahill, a Republican, recently 
appointed by the Bucks County 
courts to a position of township 
supervisor, also cited the stability 
of the township’s Republican gov­ 
ernment as a factor in the at­ 
tractiveness to industry.

Twelve persons died as a result 
of fires in Bucks County last year, 
reportedly establishing a new rec­ 
ord for losses of human lives in 
fires, County Fire Marshal Fred 
K. Hibbs told the Bucks County 
Firemen’s Association this week­ 
end at its 48th annual conven­ 
tion. 
The convention was held Friday 
night at William Tennent High 
School, Johnsville, in Warminster 
Township, followed by a parade 
Saturday. 
‘I have checked the records as 
far as I can," Hibbs said "and 
couldn’t find another year in 
which 12 persons died from fires 
He noted there were eight deaths 
from fires in 1950. 
The 12 victims were, Hibbs said, 
Mr. and Mrs. William Earle, 73 
and 72 years old, respectively, of 
Southampton; five children of the 
DuPont family of Feasterville, 
Robert 5, Kathleen IO, Margaret 
12, Melanie 8 and Helen 6; Joan 
Babel, 15, Levittown; Frederick 
Bowers, 43, of Feasterville; Rob­ 
ert Tolebecki, 45; 
and Earline 
Ford, 28, and Carl Robinson, 30, 
of Trevose. 
Hibbs said fire losses in the 
year ending June I were $167,- 
900 higher than a year ago and 
totaled $1,360,797. 
Hibbs said school fires tripled 
from three to nine. He reported 
that 55 children and adults were 
apprehended and investigated con­ 
cerning the starting of various 
fires last year.

spent sum of about $8,000 received 
from three Lower Bucks discount 
houses. 
Boyer was accused of demand­ 
ing and receiving the money for 
immunity from arrest for viola­ 
tions of the Sunday Blue Law. He 
maintained the money was freely 
given as Republican political con­ 
tributions and used for politics. 
The money was refused by the 
Bucks County Republican Com­ 
mittee. but accepted by the Lower 
Bucks Republican Association and 
placed in its treasury. 
Under Obligations 
Veitch said that the money was 
turned back because, "The mem­ 
bers apparently felt that the funds 
were turned over to Boyer by 
the court to be used for political 
purposes and that Boyer in turn 
had given these funds to them only 
for that reason.
